lity  dear  Mr.  Garrett: 

I have  been  delayed  a little  in  consulting  Dr.  Malcolm  Storer, 
our  Curator  of  Coins  and  Medals,  before  answering  your  letter  of 
December  31  about  the  casts  of  several  coins.  Of  the  five  you  men- 
tioned we  fortunately  have  two:  the  ”New  England  Elephant  Token  of 
1694”  and  the  "Massachusetts  Pinetree  Copper  of  1776."  Dr.  Storer 
tells  me  that  the  Pinetree  coin  is  the  onlyknown  copy  in  the  world, 
and  that  the  Elephant  coin  is  the  finest  copy  known;  but  he  is  unable 
to  tell  me  where  the  other  copies  are. 

I have  consulted  Mr.  Hawes,  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  who 
says  that  in  the  course  of  ten  days  or  so  he  would  be  able  to  re- 
produce these  two  coins  in  metal  preferable  to  a cast,  and  the  cost 
of  which  would  not  be  large.  As  soon  as  the  work  is  completed  I will 
see  that  the  two  reproduced  pieces  are  sent  to  you  in  Rome. 

The  other  three  pieces  mentioned  may  be  in  the  collection  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Society,  and  Dr.  Storer  advises  your  application 
to  Mr,  Howland  nVood,  President  of  that  Society,  156th  street  west  of 
Broadway,  New  York  City.  He  feels  sure  that  they  have  one  or  two  of 
the  three  , and  maybe  Mr,  l/Vood  could  advise  you  as  to  the  third  coin.
